2. In sons oases, however, both documents and 
stamps are either oommon enough to be able to pass Inspection 
or are such routine stamps as would under no clrcumsia nces 
oompromise a document. In any case, we will mention It 
after the name of the document or the stamp and will further* 
more give reasons for our estimation.
